DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 4-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (Fujishiro) fails to teach or fairly suggest the step of extracting by centrifugation 
the liquids in the matrix vessels through the outlet openings during which the liquids flow 
through the matrices, in combination with the remaining features and elements of the 
claimed invention. At the time of the invention, it would not have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art to modify Fujishiro's process by incorporating the step 
of extracting by centrifugation because Fujishiro specifically teaches that the present 
invention enables extranuclear gene DNA replicated and amplified by transformants to 
be extracted and purified from a large number of overnight culture samples in a short 
period of time without using a centrifugal separator.
